Tories in full retreat 


Ottawa A day of high- 
stakes political intrigue 
set the scene for a week in 
which Stephen Harper’s 
Conservatives will fight to 
retain their grip on power. 

Last night, after days of in¬ 
tense talks, the opposition 
parties were close to a deal 
for a Liberal-NDP govern¬ 
ment, supported by the Bloc 
Quebecois, that would last 
for two and a half years, a 
source close to the discus¬ 
sions confirmed. The NDP 
would be granted a quarter of 
the positions in a cabinet 
smaller than Harper’s 38- 
member cabinet. The Bloc 
would not have cabinet posts. 

Nothing short of a fresh 
economic statement with 
measures to help Canadians 
cope with the recession ap¬ 
pears likely to dissuade the 
opposition from defeating 
the Conservative minority 
and trying to form a coali¬ 
tion government next week. 


Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty yesterday continued a 
full-scale retreat from his 
Nov. 27 economic state¬ 
ment, with a promise of 
economic stimulus meas¬ 
ures in an 
early budget 
Jan. 27. And 
for the first 
time, he 
hinted 
strongly Ot¬ 
tawa would 
bail out the 
struggling 
Big Three automakers. 

But the Liberals and New 
Democrats said the latest 
concessions from the Con¬ 
servatives are not enough to 
derail their move, with sup¬ 
port from the Bloc, to defeat 
the Toiy minority and take 
power with a coalition cabi¬ 
net. A confidence vote that 
could topple the govern¬ 
ment is expected Dec. 8. 

Meanwhile, the NDP yes¬

terday said it might pursue 
legal action after the Conser¬ 
vatives taped a private New 
Democrat caucus meeting 
Saturday and distributed the

Also yester¬ 
day, in anoth¬ 
er reversal 
from the eco¬ 
nomic pack¬ 
age, Flaherty 
said the gov¬ 
ernment 
would remove from the leg¬ 
islation implementing the 
package a bid to temporarily 
ban public service strikes. 
On Saturday, he backed 
down on the plan to scrap 
federal subsidies for political 
parties. 

Flaherty’s statements in¬ 
dicate the Tories are trying 
to limit damage in the wake 
of an economic package 
that raised questions about 


the government’s credibili¬ 
ty and political smarts. 

But there are questions 
whether the Liberals could 
act cohesively to join in an 
attempt to oust Harper. The 
main issue surrounds 
which Liberal would head 
the coalition and potential¬ 
ly become prime minister. 

The “central issue” for the 
opposition continues to be 
the Tories’ lack of a package 
of significant new measures 
to address the economy, 
which Flaherty admits has 
fallen into a recession, said 
Liberal finance critic John 
McCallum.

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Victim takes 
refuge in home 
after daylight 
shooting

shooting A man was shot in 
the abdomen in broad day¬ 
light on a Halifax street this 
weekend. 

The 20-year-old victim 
was walking along Mic Mac 
Street at 11:30 a.m. when a 
man ran up to him, pulled 
out a handgun and fired 
several 
shots. 

The vic¬ 
tim was 
hit once 
in the 
stomach. 

When 
police ar¬ 
rived, 
they 
found 
him in a 
nearby 
resi¬ 
dence. 

He was 
taken to the QEII hospital in 
serious condition. 

Patrol and I<9 officers 
started looking for a suspect, 
described as a man wearing 
dark clothing and a mask, 
but they didn’t find him. 

One witness told the CBC 
she was loading furniture 
into a van when the shots 
rang out. 

“He just, like, doubled 
over and we thought at first 
they were joking ... we 
thought it was firecrack¬ 
ers,” Linda Conrod told 
CBC. 

When he got up, the vic¬ 
tim starting looking for 
help by banging on doors. 

“And then someone did 
open the door and let him 
in, and that was the last I 
(saw) him until the ambu¬ 
lance arrived and took him 
out.” 

Police said this shooting 
had nothing to do with two 
recent shootings. Those in¬ 
cidents are believed to be 
part of a drug-related feud 
between two families in the 
city. 

This weekend’s incident 
is the third shooting in one 
month. 

Police said the victim in 
Saturday’s shooting is 
known to them.

Hospitals face scalpel 

$7M deficit will mean cuts to beds, surgeries in city

Halifax hospitals will have 
to cut beds, OR time and 
surgeries in order to make 
up a $7-million deficit. 

In a Nov. 25 memo, Capi¬ 
tal Health District Authori¬ 
ty CEO Chris Power says 
overtime has gone up to a 
record high of $1.1 million 
in October, and the num¬ 
ber of surgeries is increas¬ 
ing. 

But there’s no money 
coming from the province 
to cover it. 

“We anticipate having to 
do some cuts. We don’t 
know what that looks 
like,” spokesman Peter 
Graham said. 

“The intent is for us to 
arrive at the end of the fis¬ 


cal year with a balanced 
budget — that means we 
have to find $7 million.” 

The authority has been 
asked to reconsider whet¬ 
her it needs to fill current¬ 
ly open job postings. Staff 
have also been asked to 
eliminate travel and enter¬ 
tainment expenses. 

The cost-cutting comes 
after a huge push to reduce 
wait times for surgeries. In 
March, the province an¬ 
nounced a pilot project 
with Scotia Surgery that al¬ 
lows some orthopedic sur¬ 
geries to be done there. 
Hernia and other small op¬ 


erations are being done at 
CFB Halifax, and other sur¬ 
geries have been moved to 
smaller hospitals so that 
they could be done quick¬ 
er. 

In 2007, a report found 
more than 60 per cent of 
people were waiting 
longer than the national 
standard for surgery. 

Hip and knee replace¬ 
ments could take months, 
or even years. 

Senior health board staff 
are meeting tonight to dis¬ 
cuss the cuts. Graham said 
there will be more infor¬ 
mation tomorrow.

Tourism revenue stable 
despite fewer visitors 


funds Tourism revenue 
isn’t expected to drop this 
year, but the number of peo¬ 
ple visiting Nova Scotia will. 

According to stats re¬ 
leased by the provincial 
Tourism, Culture and Her¬ 
itage Department, tourists 
will bring in about $1.33 
billion for 2008, which is 
the same as last year. 

Now, here’s the bad news: 
There were about 60,000 
fewer tourists compared to 
the first 10 months of 2007. 
So far this year, more than 
1.8 million people have 
come to Nova Scotia; that’s 
expected to hit about 2.07 
million for the year. 


The number of visits 
from across Canada was 
down four per cent. Ameri¬ 
can tourism was down 16 
per cent, and there were 
about 900 fewer tourists 
from overseas. Despite this, 
the province is projecting a 
two per cent increase in 
room nights sold. 

The numbers don’t in¬ 
clude cruise passengers, be¬ 
cause they arrive and leave 
the same day. But there 
were lots of them: 228,000 
at the Port of Halifax, and 
38,800 at the Port of Sydney. 
They bring an estimated 
$37 million to the province.

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Admit it: The lure of the 
BlackBerry can be too 
strong to ignore when 
you’re driving. 

You’re stopped at a red 
light, so what’s wrong with 
a little looky-loo at your e- 
mail? 

“It’s against the law,” said 
Const. Jeff Carr with the 
Halifax regional police. 

Since the law banning 
drivers from using cell¬ 
phones was passed in April, 
more than 800 tickets have 
been handed out. Carr said 
most if not all of them were 
for people talking on their 
phones while driving. 

“If you’re stopped at a red 
light, technically you’re still 
in the lane of traffic.

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“He’s done this song a 
thousand times/’ said one 
fan as Neil Young sang 
Heart of Gold. 

“And yet he’s playing it 
like this is the first time 
he’s ever played it.” 

But for Young’s thinning 
hair, Saturday’s concert at 
the Metro Centre could 
have been 30 years ago. 

By the roaring guitar solo 
in the second song, Hey 
Hey, My My, it was clear 
Young had no intention of 
acting his age. With limit¬ 
less energy he jaunted 
around the stage, belting 
poetic lyrics and shredding 
out ferocious solos. At one 
point he literally ripped the 
strings off his guitar. 

It wasn’t just the energy. 
His voice, that unmistak¬ 
able Neil Young twang, was 
immaculate. 

With harmonica and 
acoustic guitar, his voice be¬ 
came a heartbreaking 
quiver as he sang “Eveiy 
junkie’s like a setting sun” 
in a masterful take of Nee¬ 
dle and the Damage Done. 

The thousands of fans 
packing the floor waved 
lighters and sang along to 
Old Man, Unknown Legend, 
Cortez the Killer and, of 
course, Heart of Gold. 

They swayed, jumped and 
pounded their fists at hits 
like Powderfinger, Every¬ 


body Knows This Is 
Nowhere, Cinnamon Girl 
and Cowgirl in the Sand. 

Young seemed ageless. 
And though his audience 
spanned generations, the 
unmistakable majority of 
fans were younger. Mysteri¬ 
ously, the stage featured a 
man painting huge slabs of 
canvas in the background 
and a red phone — a Bat- 
phone, perhaps? — next to 
the drums. 

To finish, Young levelled 


the Metro Centre with a 
killer version of Rocking in 
the Free World. Then, deliv¬ 
ering surely one of the most 
beautiful encores Halifax 
has ever seen, he came back

The fallout from a three- 
day rampage that killed 
nearly 200 people in Mum¬ 
bai threatened yesterday to 
unravel India’s improving 
ties with Pakistan and 
prompted the resignation 
of India’s security minister. 

New Delhi said it was rais¬ 
ing security to a “war level” 
and had no doubt of a Pak¬ 
istani link to the attacks, 
which unleashed anger at 
home over the intelligence 
failure and the delayed re¬ 
sponse to the violence that 
paralyzed India’s financial 
capital. 

Officials in Islamabad 
have warned any escalation 
would force it to divert 
troops to the Indian border 
and away from a U.S.-led an¬ 
ti-militant campaign on the 
Afghan frontier. 

Newspaper commen¬ 
taries blasted politicians for 
failing to prevent the at¬ 
tacks and for taking advan¬ 


tage of its fallout before vot¬ 
ing in Delhi on Saturday 
and in national polls due by 
May. 

Indian Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh said he 
would boost and overhaul 


the nation’s counterterror¬ 
ism capabilities, an an¬ 
nouncement which came 
after Federal Home Minister 
Shivraj Patil resigned over 
the attacks.

Exec calls Yahoo 
deal 'total fiction’ 

Search deal not ruled out 


A report in the Sunday 
Times that Microsoft Corp. 
is in talks with Yahoo Inc. 
to buy the U.S. internet 
company’s online search 
business for $20 billion US 
is “total fiction/’ according 
to a key executive cited by 
an influential U.S. blog. 

The Sunday Times, 
which did not cite its 
sources, said the proposal 
under discussion involves 
a complex transaction that 
would see the U.S. soft¬ 
ware giant support a new 
management team to take 
control of Yahoo. 

The team would be led 
by ex-AOL Chairman and 
CEO Jonathan Miller and 
former Fox interactive me¬ 
dia president Ross Levin- 
sohn, the report said. 

But the AllThingsDigital 
blog, affiliated with the 
Wall Street Journal, quoted 
Levinsohn as saying the re¬ 
port was “total fiction.” 
Top sources at Yahoo and 
Microsoft also scoffed at 
the report, the blog said. 

Yahoo spokesman Brad 
Williams said: “We don’t 


comment on rumours, and 
all this is is a rumour.” 

A Microsoft spokes¬ 
woman declined to com¬ 
ment. 

Microsoft withdrew its 
$47.5 billion US buyout of¬ 
fer for Yahoo in May after 
Yahoo Chief Executive Jer¬ 
ry Yang and his board re¬ 
jected the bid as too low. 

Bid speculation was 
sparked again earlier this 
month when Yang an¬ 
nounced he was stepping 
down. Microsoft CEO Steve 
Ballmer ruled a bid out at 
the time, but said he was 
“open” to talks on a deal 
for Yahoo’s search busi¬ 
ness. REUTERS

deadline. 

Teachers strongly denies

Leadership crucial in coming years

t’s an understatement 
to say that we are liv¬ 
ing in interesting 
times. The world 
seems to be undergo¬ 
ing a profound shift. On 
one hand, the looming en¬ 
vironmental and economic 
crises are scaring many of 
us; on the other, events 
such as the election of the 
first African-American 
president in the U.S. are 
giving people hope. 

We shouldn’t let unreal¬ 



istic expectations set us up 
for disappointment, but at 
least Barack Obama seems 
to have recognized that 
new ideas are needed to re¬ 
solve the problems facing 
the world, and to seize the 
opportunities the crises 
present. 

In a speech to the Gover¬ 
nors’ climate change sum¬ 
mit in Los Angeles on Nov. 
18, the U.S. president-elect 
referred to climate change 
as the most serious threat 
facing America and the 
world, and said, “My presi¬ 
dency will mark a new 
chapter in America’s lead¬ 
ership on climate change 
that will strengthen our se¬ 
curity and create millions 
of new jobs in the process.” 

Although Obama’s pro¬ 
posed targets don’t go far 
enough to reduce green¬ 
house-gas emissions, 


they are at least acknowl¬ 
edgement of the serious¬ 
ness of the problem and 
represent a reversal of the 
Bush administration’s atti¬ 
tude. His promise to imple¬ 
ment a cap-and-trade sys¬ 
tem is a good step. Econo¬ 
mists and scientists agree 
that putting a price on 
carbon emissions, 
through cap-and-trade 
and carbon taxes, is es¬ 
sential to combating 
catastrophic global 
warming. 


It’s a shame the top two 
contenders for leadership 
of the Liberal Party in 
Canada have stepped away 
from the idea of a carbon 
tax, blaming it for the par¬ 
ty’s dismal showing in the 
October federal 
election. Our 
governing par¬ 
ty hasn’t 
demonstrated 
great leader¬ 
ship. either. 
Along with the 
U.S., Canada has 
been a laggard 
among industrial¬ 
ized nations on 
climate policy 
and action, 
and now it 
looks like we 
could soon be 
the worst of 
the dinosaurs. 
But Obama 


won’t be sworn in until 
Jan. 20, and a lot is hap¬ 
pening now. CEOs of the 
big three U.S. automakers 
— Ford, Chrysler, and Gen¬ 
eral Motors — recently 
flew to Washington in pri¬ 
vate jets to ask for a $25- 
billion US bailout from tax¬ 
payers. They’ve been told 
to come up with better 
plans, but those plans will 
be considered in early De¬ 
cember, before Obama 
takes the reins. Keep in 
mind that current U.S. 
President George W. Bush 
overruled California’s at¬ 
tempt to require stricter 
emissions standards for au¬ 
tomobiles. 

Should we have sympa¬ 
thy for free-marlcet capital¬ 
ists like GM vice-chair Bob 
Lutz, who claimed climate 
change is a “crock of ...” 
and that hybrid cars such 


as those made by Toyota 
“make no economic 
sense,” while his company 
continued to produce gas- 
guzzlers? Meanwhile, 
Japanese automakers are 
doing OK with more fuel- 
efficient vehicles such as 
hybrids. 

The U.S. and the world 
have a lot of catching up to 
do to forestall the cata¬ 
strophic consequences of 
our outmoded economic 
thinking. Let’s hope the 
new U.S. president is up to 
the challenge and that he 
helps set an example for all 
world leaders to follow.

TAXES Governments must do a 
better job of explaining environ¬ 
mental taxes such as charges on 
driving in cities or higher elec¬ 
tricity bills or risk a public back¬ 
lash, a study has shown. 
Governments often fail to link 
green taxes to their goal of 
curbing energy use or helping a 
shift to renewable energies, ac¬ 
cording to Steffen Kallbekken, 
of the Center for International 
Climate and Environmental Re¬ 
search in Oslo. “People do not 
understand environmental tax¬ 
es,” he told Reuters. 

ECONOMY The world must avoid 
a “cheap and dirty” fix for the 
economy that could undermine 
the fight against global warm¬ 
ing, the UN's top climate official 
said yesterday. Yvo de Boer said 
the world risked a second finan¬ 
cial crisis if governments react¬ 
ed to economic slowdown by 
building cheap, high-polluting 
coal-fired power plants that 
might then have to be scrapped 
as climate impacts hit. 

ICEBERGS U.S. scientists have fig¬ 
ured out how icebergs break off 
Antarctica and Greenland, a 
finding that may help predict 
rising sea levels as the climate 
warms. Writing in Friday's edi¬ 
tion of the journal Science, they 
said icebergs formed fast when 
parent ice sheets spread out 
quickly over the sea. “It won't 
help the Titanic, but a newly de¬ 
rived, simple law may help sci¬ 
entists improve their climate 
models” and predict ice sheet 
breakup, they said in a 
statement. reuters 


Feds to consult with 
provinces on climate

Medical photographer focuses lens on burns, injuries, surgeries and abuse 



D at Marston spends 
her workday be¬ 
hind the lens of 
her camera or at 
her computer, 
tweaking photographs us¬ 
ing Photoshop. In that way, 
she’s like many other pro¬ 
fessional photographers. 

The big difference: In¬ 
stead of posing brides or 
wide-angling landscapes, 
she points her lens at bums, 
surgeries and abuse scars. 

As a medical photogra¬ 
pher with the University of 
Alberta Hospital for the last 
27 years, Marston, 57, uses 
her lens when anyone at 
the organization needs to 
preserve an image. 


“They page us and we 
ask: ‘When do you need us?’ 
and they say: ‘Now.’” She 
photographs wounds when 
the dressings are down for 
the patient’s chart and to 
track how it’s healing. She 
zooms in on the scars of 
child abuse and rape vic¬ 
tims. She documents med¬ 
ical innovations and re¬ 
search — this is a teaching 
hospital — often snapping 
shots in the middle of sur¬ 
gery. She clicks her shutter 
at new medical equipment 
for the hospital’s records, 
and takes pictures of donors 
shaking hands with staff for 
the hospital’s foundation. 

Growing up in Saint John, 
New Brunswick, Marston 
assumed she’d become a 
nurse until she got interest¬ 
ed in art and photography 
in high school. She moved 
to Calgary after graduation 
and worked at the Holy 
Cross Hospital as a ward aid 
to save money to study pho¬

HAVE YOU DRIVEN A FORD LATE¬ 
LY? no, seriously. The immi¬ 
nent implosion of the U.S. 
car industry apparently 
hinges on a $25 billion US 
bailout they’ve requested 
from the government, and 
the way public opinion is 
blowing, giving it to them 
might go down in history 
with the Smoot-Hawley Tar¬ 
iff Act and prohibition as 
the most unpopular piece 
of legislation ever.

I wasn’t aware how much 
money the company had 
spent on their Idol partner¬ 
ship until I read an article 
last week in Cable & Broad¬ 
casting magazine on their 
dogged determination to 
maintain the relationship 
despite withering econom¬ 
ic conditions. Last year’s 
Ford Idol cam¬ 



paign cost $78 million, a 
substantial chunk of the 
$328.5 million that’s been 
spent by the company since 
they became the show’s 
main sponsor. 

This year’s Idol campaign 
was focused on the unveil¬ 
ing of the 2009 Ford Focus, 
a stolid and generally unin¬ 
spiring bit of metal made to 
show that the company 
was serious about improv¬ 
ing mileage and seriously 
competing with Japan, 
though most industry ob¬ 
servers say that it’s a bit 
late. 

Ford, maintaining their 
traditional role, is still 
number two in the ad-buy¬ 
ing hierarchy, spending 
$982.1 million on TV adver¬ 
tising last year to GM’s $1.1 
billion and

like they’re serious people 
who can be trusted with 
$25 billion of public money 
— stepping up the trim¬ 
ming of advertising buy-ins, 
as well as other economies 
like replacing the single 
malt and champagne on 
the corporate jet with Red 
Bull and juice packs. 

If the government 
bailout doesn’t happen, 
however, Idol could find it¬ 
self losing a major sponsor 
mid-season, as viewers tune 
in to find that Idol mo¬ 
ments are being brought to 
you by pizza pops, and that 
the car part of the winner’s 
prize package has been re¬ 
placed by a George Fore¬ 
man Grill.

Fresh Trout with 
Walnut Dressing 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tsp (10 mL) vegetable oil 
4 trout fillets, about 6 oz (170 
g)each 

1/4 tsp (1 mL) paprika 
10 walnut halves 
4 1/2 oz (125 g) arugula, water¬ 
cress or mixed salad leaves 

DRESSING: 

2 scallions 

A few sprigs of fresh dill or cel¬ 
ery leaves 

2 tbsp (25 mL) spiced rice vine¬ 
gar or sherry vinegar 
6 tbsp (90 mL) walnut oil 
Salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat grill to high. For 
dressing, rinse, trim and fine¬ 
ly chop scallions, and place in 
a small bowl. Rinse, dry and 
chop dill or celery leaves and 
add to bowl with vinegar, wal¬ 
nut oil, salt and pepper. Mix 
well and set aside. 

2. Grease grill pan with half 


the vegetable oil and lay trout 
fillets on top, skin sides 
down. Season with salt and 
paprika. Grill fish for 5-8 
minutes, on one side, until 
flesh is opaque in the centre 
and delicately brown at the 
edges. 

3. While fillets are cooking, 
heat remaining vegetable oil 
in a small frying pan and gen¬ 
tly fry walnuts, shaking and 
stirring constantly so that 
they colour but do not burn. 
Drain on paper towel, then 
chop roughly. 

4. Rinse and dry salad leaves 
and arrange on four plates. 
Lay a fillet of trout on each. 
Stir dressing, spoon over the 
fish, and scatter walnuts on 
top. SERVES 4
